The absence of Cliss was 
more than the ailing Saints 
could take last week, bur 
even if the star forward is 
back on deck at Hurstville 
iv's very doubtful whether 
St. George’ cen put a 
spanner in the increasingly 
smooth, well-oiled Croatia 
machine, 

Everything seems basic- 
ally wrong in the St, George 
team this year, though on 
paper, at least, they look 
stronger than in.

The main reason for

European Cup Final 


Manchester United are favored to win the 
European Cup final at Wembley next Wednesday 
against Benfica of Lisbon. Both teams only lost 
one match on their way to the final. Benfica 
were beaten 0-1 by St. Etienne (France), and 
United lost 0-1 in Poland to Gornik Zabrze. Ben- 
fica have won the Cup twice and were beaten 
twice in the final. By a trange coincidence they 
appeared in the previous final played at Wembley. 
In 1963 they lost 1-2 to AC Milan. Manchester 
United is the first English club to reach the final 
of the European Cup. 


Wonder why ? 


“Homers” is the tag given to referees who 
favor the home sides with major decisions. In 
Austria’s First Division last season four times as 
many visiting players were sent off as home play- 
ers. In West Germany 64 penalties were awarded 
against visiting teams and only 17 against home 
teams. In Holland this ratio was 66-22, in Austria 
49-19 and in Switzerland 36-16. 


Another Herrera rumor 


It’s that man Herrera again. The Inter Milan 
coach just can’t keep out of the headlines. Madrid 
in recent weeks has been agog with growing 
rumors that Helenio Herrera would quit Inter 
next month to take over Atletico Madrid. Specul- 


ation increased last Wednesday when Herrera d 


flew to Madrid to have talks with Atletico pre- 
sident, Vicente Calderon, before the Real v. Man- 
chester United European Cup semifinal. HH 
coached Atletico Madrid 20 years ago after end- 
ing his career as a player in France. 


New course 


After the Moscow debacle, all Hungarian 
officials were depressed and gloomy. In one point, 
however, they all agreed: Hungary played badly, 
mone worse than goalie Tamas and centre torward 
Albert both of whom had a long lay off through 
injury before the Moscow encounter. Said Hun- 
gary’s new “tecnico”, former journalist Janos Pal- 
fai: “We must realise that ‘soft’ and ‘pretty’ foot- 
ball will never get us anywhere. Until and unless 
we work more athletic elements into our game, 
Hungary will sometimes delight the world with 
spectacular displays — but will never win any- 
thing of importance”.

Ghana halts talent-drain 


Ghana, one of Africa’s leading soccer nations, 
has barred its players from moving abroad. So 
far five of the country’s top players are operating 
in America, four of them at Atlanta, Georgia. 
The five players were key national team members 
and their absence is blamed for Ghana’s shock 
defeat in this year’s African Nations’ Cup, Ghana’s 
coach, Brazilian Carlos Alberto, asked the Ghan- 
ian Government to stop the talent-drain. It 
prempuy obliged, and two weeks co 6the 
country’s best forward, Osei was forcibly 
letained as he was about to board a New York- 
bound jet at Accra Airport. 


@ Manchester United have conferred a life member- 
ship on the sole survivor of their 1910-11 championship- 
winning team — 82-year-old Leslie Hofton, who played 
left fullback. 

@ FIFA have officially okayed Brazil's request for a 
Brazil v. “World XI” match at Rio on November 15 to 
celebrate the 10th anniversary of Brazil's World Cup 
triumph in Sweden. 

@ Contrary to most expectations, the Austrian FA 
has re-appointed the controversial Irwin Alge as team- 
manager of the national team for another two years, 

@ In Bruges, Belgium, last week a team of former 
English internationals beat their Belgian counterparts 4-3. 
Haynes scored three of England’s goals, Among his team- 
mates were Stanley Matthews and Billy Weight. 

@ Ruch and Gornik Zabrze are favored to fight 
out the Polish Cup final. Ruch beat Polonia Bytom 3-0 
and Gornik eliminated Zaglebie in the quarterfinals. 

@ The Yugoslay newspaper “SPORT” has chosen 
the young Red Star Belgrade forward, Acimovic, as the 
country’s most outstanding prospect in 1967-68. 

@ Viadimir Mirka, the coach of the successful 
Czechoslovakian junior team, Europe’s Youth Champions, 
declined an offer from West Germany. Instead he re- 
signed for two years as national junior coach cum selector- 
manager. 

@ Napoli’s second place in the 1967-68 Italian 
championship is their best placing ever since 1909. 

@ Helenio Herrera literally had to pay the penalty 
for his waspish tongue this season. He was fined a total 
of $950 by the Italian FA for controversial press state- 
ments in the past eight months. 

@ Eusebio once again topped the Portuguese goal- 
scoring list this season. Benfica’s “Black Panther” scored 
42 goals in the 26 league matches.
